TORONTO—Communtties and 
builders should’ take more ad- 
van‘age of provisions of the Na- 
tional Housing Act which en- 
courage home building, Mines 
Minister -Prudham said here. 

He outlined some of the act’s 
provisions in a speech to the Na- 
tional House Builders’ Associa- 
tion. Mr. Prudham, an Edmonton 
business man, is a former presi- 
dent of the aSsociation. 

Not enough ad@Vantage was be- 
ing taken of section 35 of the 
NHA, Mr. Prudham said. This 
section provides for the servic- 
ing of land with the federal gov- 
ernment paying 75-per cent of 
the cost and the other 25 per cent 
being provided. by the province or 
the province and municipality. 

“If your province is short of 
Servéd land,’ he told the build- 
ers, “I believe that through your 
local associations you should en- 
deavor to see that your munici- 
pal governments are fully aware 
of these provision; and urge them 
to take the initiative by availing 
themSelves of this provision.”

"Registered and Ce 
«s ‘Seed Crops 


This is the season when seed producers 
should be giving thought to the production 
of theirpedigreed’seed ‘crops. Certain pro- 
ducers shouldbe borne in mind in this regard. 
Such crops should of-course be grown as far 
as possible ‘on the most suitable and cleanest 
land’available and definite plans laid to have 
them prepared for-inspection in the best man- 
ner “possible. Especially is this true in the 
ease of prospective growers who have not 
had previous experience in:this type of pro- 
duction. 

The pedigree of the purchased registered. 
seed is given on the official seed tags attached 
to the seed sacks, and unless such tags are 
sealed to the sacks the seed contained cannot 
be recognized as registered. Since they are 
the growers’ certificate of pedigree all the 
seed tags should be~carefully preserved so 
they Can”be used at ‘crop inspection time to 
establish the suitability of crop for inspec- 
tion.

While programs must be enter- 
taining, it has been decided to avoid the shoddy, 
flashy material and to put on more worthwhile 
things in the light of knowledge gained as to what 
is most effective to broaden our horizons. 

It would be much cheaper to import programs 
than to create them but, teams of trained people 
are already creating programs for the Montreal 
station. The government has authorized three 
other stations in the cities of ‘Vancouver, Winni- 
peg and Halifax and private stations will likely 
further the coverage in time. 

In Canada the big spaces, big distances and 
number of people are some of the obstacles to be 
overcome but television can make life richer 
through the years and can give Canadians an op-_ 
portunity to contribute to the flow of good things 
in a free world. 


Application for inspection of the stand- 
ing crop should be made in ample time. These 
applications must be made to the Plant 
Products ‘Division, Canada Department of 
‘Agriculture, Immigration Building, Calgary, 
for Alberta seed growers. e cut off date 
for acceptance of applicati is June 30th. 
If the application is not received prior to that 
date+the inspection will not be made until 
prior applications have been completed. In- 
specton cannot be made when proper appli- 
cations have not been received.- Applications 
can” be ‘cancelled by the grower if at a later 
date it proves necessary. 

Proper preparation of fields for inspec- 
tion is essential. Many excellent fields have 
been refused recognition because of simple 
matters that were within the growers’ power 
to correct. Improper isolation of the field is 
one of the prime reasons for refusal of regis- 
tration. Proper isolation according to rules 
laid down should be practised. 

Information regarding proper produc- 
tion of registered crops and proper applica- 
tion forms will be supplied on application to 
the Canadian Seed Growers’ Association at 
Ottawa or the Plant Products Division, Im- 
migration Building, Calgary. ‘ 

General procedure in the production of 
crops for certification are similar to those 
for registration ‘except in. the Couch Free 
certification of grasses and other inspections 
of similar nature. In such crops pedigree in- 
formation -is not so essential; hence such in- 
spections do not guarantee varietal purity of 
crop. These inspections are made to assuré 
the absence of specific impurities. The rules 
regarding the filing of proper applications 
for this work are the same as for the regis- 
tration of crops. 


$10.00 Per Ton 


An Eastern newspaper takes exception 
to the -$10.00 per ton inerease applied to 
newsprint since April Ist by most of the pro- 
ducing companies. 

In the past few years the newsprint com- 
panies of Canada have steadily increased the 
price of their product — and the amount is 
always the’ same, $10.00 per ton. Many 
Canadian papers have attempted to carry 
these increarses but the new increase’ which 
was added on April 1st, may break the 
camel’s back. There is almost certain to be 
an increase in subscription prices. 

Many publishers are suggesting that there 
is no need for the April increase in newsprint 
prices and they point to the profit recently 
announced by the Bowater Newfoundland 
Pulp and Paper Mill, whose net profits rose 
from. $4,069,829 in 1951, to $4,617,474 in 
1952. Nor will the publishers be called upon 
to shed any tears for the Howard Smith 
Paper Mills Limited which recently announc- 
ed earnings for 1952 of $9,811,721, after de- 
ducting $4,241,107 for depreciation and de- 
pletion. Net profits for the year were given 
as $3,826,882. 

If these companies are having a hard time 
getting along, their net earnings do not show 
any cause for tears. .

Indeed, that’s about the only way 
that Socialism can work. 
: An instance of Socialism in operation 
is provided by the, city of Saskatoon where 
the Saskatchewan’ CCF Government has 
held the gun to the citizens’ heads and told 
them they'll pay .80 cents a thousand for 
natural gas . .. or else. 

Naturally, with Calgary, Lethbridge, Ed- 
monton in Alberta getting natural gas for 40 
per cent that figure, delivered to the. home, 
and with Medicine Hat citizens owning their 
own gas wells and getting their gas at a 
much lower figure, the people of Saskatoon 
balked at paying what the Douglas Govern- 
ment demanded. But the Provincial Gov- 
ernment has control over pipelines, and can 
set its own figure almost. It declared 
natural gas a government monopoly, and at 
first told Saskatoon the price of natural gas 
would be 95 cents a thousand. This in spite 
of the fact that considerable quantities of 
gas are being found in northwestern Sas- 
katchewan, not so far by pipeline from 
Saskatoon. 

The city rebelled against the 95 cent 
figure but has now capitulated at 80 cents. 

To an Albertan that sounds like an out- 
rageous price for natural gas for domestic 
consumption in city homes. But then, Al- 
berta has never had a government monopoly 
on natural gas distribution. We have a num- 
ber of privately-owned companies distribut- 
ing our gas requirements. We do not always 
agree with the price they ask, but we have 
a Government Utility Board riding hard, 
trying to keep the balance fair as between 
producer and consumer, 

We can’t say that the CCF policy in 
Saskatchewan makes Al ns anxious to 
import that brand of politics here: Nor does 
the gas policy of Premier Douglas strengthen 
the hand of CCF Leader Elmer Roper of Al- 
berta who wants to make electric power in 
Alberta a government monopoly. Not at 80 
cents for a feet of natural gas, nor 
at the equivalent rate for our electric power 
needs. '
